SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Nov. 
Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson and At- 
torney General Ivan A. Elliott con- 
ferred last night on the wide- 
spread violations of Illinois gam- 
bling laws, then issued a joint 
statement that they “stand ready” 
to enforce the laws if local offi- 
cials fail to do so. 

“We propose to take 
steps to secure action by local of- 
ficials in counties where we have 
or obtain evidence of open gam- 
bling,” the statement said. 

“Open gambling exists only 
when and where the citizens tol- 
erate officials who permit it. If 
local officials will not enforce the 
law we stand ready to help to the 
extent of the state’s powers and 
resources.” 

The officials did not elaborate 
on what the state’s “powers and 
resources” are, but it was learned 
that most of the four-hour ses- 
sion, attended also by advisers to 
the Governor and Attorney Gen- 
eral, was devoted to a discussion 
of what legal steps were open to 
them. 

Record in Slot Machines. 

Meanwhile federal internal rev- 
enue records here provided ample 
evidence today that gamblers an- 
ticipate little interference with 
their operations. In the last two 
months, 
ments, Most of them commercial, 
paid taxes on 818 slot machines, 
bringing the state-wide total for 
the current fiscal vear, which 
started July 1, to 3770 establish- 
ments and 9652 machines. This 
far exceeds totals for any previous 
year. 

St. Clair county was far ahead 
of all other counties in recent in- 
stallations, with 286 machines in 

‘132 places. St. Clair county’s 
total for the fiscal year, 395 ma- 
chines, is’ exceeded only by Taze- 
well county (East Peoria and 
Pekin), where the $100 federal tax 
has been paid on each of 431 ma- 
chines, Adams county (Quincy) 
has 394 machines. 

Gambling in Tazewell closed 
down this week on the eve of the 
state officials’ conference, but ap- 
parently was prepared to reopen 
at the proper time. The lid went 
on in Adams _ county about two 
weeks ago. 

It was learned that much of the 
conversation at last night’s meet- 
ing between Stevenson and Elliott 
revolved around the Governor's 


authority to use the state police to | 


clean up the state. The Governcr 


has said 


to use ‘tthe police, but questioned 
the advisability. of this step in 
view of the present condition of 
that agency, which is undergoing 
reorganization. 

Both Stevenson and Elliott were 
elected last fall after a campaign 
in which they attacked gambling 
and official corruption and prom- 
ised to “clean up” the state. 

Demands Action. 

Last night’s meeting was called 
efter State’s Attorney Arthur D. 
Young of Fulton county came to 
Synringfield last week and de- 
manded action by both the Gov- 
ernor and Attorney General to 
clean up wide-open Tazewell and 
Mason- counties, which adjoin 
Fulton. 

Young’s county was as_ wide- 
open as the others before Young’s 
election last November on an anti- 
gambling platform. Gambling went 
down then and has stayed down. 
But Young declared that reputable 
Fulton county restaurants and 
taverns were losing business be- 
cnuse their competitors in the 
counties across the Illinois river 
were attracting customers through 
the luré of gambling, by price- 
cutting and providing free trans- 
portation. 

“Tt don’t see how Gov. Stevenson 
and Attorney General Elliott can 
dodge their responsibility to see 
that the laws of the state are 
equally enforced for all citizens,” 
Young said. “The Attorney Gen- 
eral told me the Governor could 
use the state police to enfgrce the 
law.” 

Young asserted that in his opin- 
ion the Governor could abolish 
slot machines elsewhere in Illinois 
as easily as Young did in Fulton 
county. 

“All the Governor has to do is 
tell the state police to close up the 
slots and they'll disappear,” Young 
said. “No prosecution, suits or red 
tape will be necessary, The one- 
arm bandit operators are com- 
pletely. vulnerable. The Governor 
of Wisconsin got rid of the slot 
machines and the same thing can 
be done in Illinois.”

A crowd of about 2000 cheered 
the speakers and then began a 
torchlight parade up Lenox avenue 
through the tense, crowded heart 
of New York's big Negro district. 

A handful of police stood by. 

Officers later said the marchers 
endangered bystanders by waving 
their flickering torches.

GAS GHANGEOVER 


This Covers Outlay 
Through 1953 and In- 
cludes Cost of Pipeline 
Length of City. , 


Laclede Gas Light Co. will 
spend an estimated $26,000,000 
from 1949 to 1953 for the conver- 
sion to natural gas and the ex- 
pansion of the company’s distri- 
bution system, company president, 
Robert W. Otto, said today. 

The figure is about $11,000,000 
higher than previously estimated 
expenditures, Otto said.

Dawson, 68 years old, is a senior 
partner of the law firm of Bullit, 
Dawson and Tarrant of Louisville. 
He served a term in the Kentucky 
House of Representatives, is a 
former Kentucky attorney general 
and wan district judge of the west- 
ern district of Kentucky for 10 
years from 1925 to 1935. 

Van Horn resigned Sept. 14 and 
charged that Lewis and Senator 
Bridges were dissipating the pen- 
sion fund. He said that he was 
consistently outvoted on all mat- 
ters of policy. 

Later, Lewis announced that the 
fund had fallen to dangerously 
low levels and that he was sus- 
pending pension and welfare pay- 
ments.

Lord Tedder, Marshal of the 
R.A.F.. apparently referred to 
Britain’s lack of new long range 
heavy bombers. The United States 
and Britain now are conferring on 
a loan of up to 200 B-29s to Brit- 
ain. Britain’s postwar production 
has been concentrated on jet 
fighters. 

“To put our punch 
hands of our best friends in the 
world, which the Americans are, 
would be, I think, something that 
should not be done,” Tedder told 
the Royal Empire Society. 

On the possibilities of a push- 
button war, Tedder said: “It may 
come in some form in the future, 
but not now and not in the imme- 
diate future. 

“Personally, IJ am quite sure so 
far as we are concerned that the 
principle which has been proved 
in the last war is true now and 
will remain true for years.

Byrnes announced that the time 
had come for the German peo- 
ple, “under proper safeguards, 
to be given the primary respon- 
sibility for the running of their 
own affairs.” 

Neither Russia nor France was 
imterested. Britain, however, 
agreed with the United States. In 
December 1946, British and Amer- 
ican zones in Germany were 
merged. A German Economic 
Council was sc. up—in fact a lim- 
ited German government, under 
close British-American supervi- 
sion. 

Finally, in June, 1948, western 
powers agreed to promote a sep- 
arate western German govern- 
ment, to speed economic recov- 
ery. The Bonn government is the 
result. 

The Basic Law establishes a 
“democratic and social federal 
state,” in which “all authority 
emanates from the people.” Its 
Legislature consists of two houses. 
The lower house, or Bundestag, 
has 402 members elected for four- 
year terms according to a com- 
plex system combining direct pop- 
ular vote and proportional repre- 
sentation based on the number of 
votes candidates of each party re- 
ceive. The upper house, the Bun- 
desrat, has 43 delegates represent- 
ing and appointed by state gov- 
ernments, with the size of the pop- 
ulation of each state determining 
the number of its delegates. 

Powerless President. 

A typical European parliamen- 
tary democracy, the government 
has an almost powerless Presi- 
dent, elected for a five-year term 
by the Bundestag and the states. 
Actual administrative head is a 
Chancellor elected by the Bunde- 
stag “on proposal of the Presi- 
dent.” The Chancellor chooses his 
own cabinet, and the Bundestag 
may be dissolved before the end 
of its regular four-year term if 
it expresses lack of confidence in 
the Chancellor and fails to agree 
on a successor. 

After the Basic Law had been 
adopted, the political parties 
began extensive campaigning, cul- 
minating in the elections for the 
Bundestag last Aug. 14. The elec- 
tions were conducted with, to an 
American, surprising informality. 
Ballots were passed out like hand- 
bills to voters in Frankfurt when 
they walked into a polling place. 
Only after a voter had marked 
his ballot was his name checked 
against a registration list.

To assure the security of Eu- 
rope, and the world, against the 
possibility of another German ag- 
gression, two agencies have been 
established, the Military Security 
Board and the Ruhr Authority. 

Function of the three-power 
Military Security Board was de- 
scribed by Maj. Gen. James P. 
Hodges, United States member, 4s 
essentially advisory and fact-find- 
ing. It works through statistical 
analyses and inspections of in- 
dustry and scientific research. 

The Ruhr Authority is a new 
idea for Europe, and one whose 
exact functions are yet to be de- 
termined. Composed of represen- 
tatives of western Germany, the 
United States, Great Britain, 
France, The Netherlands, Belgium 
and Luxembourg, it is essentially 
a distribution agency, designed 
to make sure that all Western 
Europe gets its fair share of Ruhr 
coal and steel. An added task is 
to insure decartelization and de- 
Nazification of Ruhr industry. 
Thus far, the organization exists, 
but has done almost nothing. 


Germans Are Restive— 
But Some Want Occupation. 


EST Germans, who accepted 
W tne Allied occupation for 

four years as, at worst, a 
necessary evil, are becoming res- 
tive. The beginning of self-gov- 
ernment has been marked by in- 
creasing and more vocal impa- 
tiencg with controls. Indications 
are that the complaints will be- 
come louder and more determined 
as time passes. 

Allied observers, however, are 
wondering how many Germans 
really want full control turned 
over to their own Government. 
Because of the reduction in the 
size of the occupation staff now 
in progress, for example, many 
American officials who have been 
working at the county level to 
build a democraey are being sent 
home.

Pressure is turned upon all those who 
have responsibility in the matter. (None 
of this activity is carried on or even 
investigated by the Army Engineers.) 

(4) Restudy is requested by Congress. 
Surprising result: the project is found 
to be economical. 

(5) As detailed plans are developed, 
part of the local population finds it will 
be damaged; and opposes project at 
hearings. 

(6) Congress appropriates 
money and project is built. 

With regard to the studies to find 
whether the project is economically 
justified, the law is defective on this 
point and favors wasteful spending. It

improve . if the benefits to whomso- 
ever they may accrue are in excess of 
the estimated costs... .” Little wonder

A Thoughtful Proposal 


The proposed municipal finance department 
makes sense. The city’s present way of having 
its money matters handled by four elected of- 
ficials and 13 separate agencies is inefficient, 
confusing and wasteful. 

It comes close to being the situation which 
more than any other the Freeholders should 
clean up. For that purpose, they now have 
9 thoughtful blueprint, a plan prepared with the 
professional help of the Governmental Research 
Institute. 

Briefly, this plan calls for a Director of 
Finance. He would be in general charge of the 
assessment and collection of taxes, and of the 
disbursement of the money as well. His de- 
partment would be organized along functional 
lines. There would be a_ budget division, a 
taxation division, a purchasing division and so 
on. All of these, however, would function in 
accord with a_ single, overall policy. There 
would be an end to such wastefulness as hav- 
ing different taxes collected by different agen- 
cies. Following the same logic, one board would 
hear all tax appeals. In short, fewer people 
would do more work—at less expense. 

As a safeguard against abuses, the plan calls 
for an independent auditor. He would be ap- 
pointed by the City Council. The Finance Di- 
rector, on the other hand, would be appointed 
by the Mayor. In this respect, the plan follows 
the pattern set by the Federal Government. 


The Board of Finance which the: plan also 
contemplates is open to some questioning. It 
would consist of five members, appointed by 
the Mayor and serving without pay. Its func- 
tions would be largely advisory. It would, how- 
ever, exercise almost direct influence in such 
matters as the remission of back taxes. And 
without doubt, it would have much influence on 
the city’s annual budget and also on long- 
range plans. 

The theory is that “it would be an important 
instrumentality for bringing to the Mavor the 
benefit of seasoned judgment and opinion from 
the point of view of the private citizens of the 
community and, on the other hand, for inter- 
preting established fiscal policy to the citizenry.” 

St. Louis in the past has had the counsel of so- 
called citizens’ committees in connection with 
projects such as the study of the city’s financial 
plight and the formulation of a public works 
program. But if such a group were set up on 
a permanent basis, it might soon take on a 
political coloration. It -would be part of the 
Mavyor’s administration. 

Even if this could be avoided, the committee 
would be able to influence policy decisions 
which in a democracy should be made by the 
elected representatives of the people. It could 
stand between the citizens and their govern- 
ment, and it could serve special interests in- 
stead of the community as a whole. The Free- 
holders should give thoughtful study to these 
possibilities. 

The most concrete obstacle to the proposed 
new finance set-up, however, lies in the fact 
that no less than eight of the agencies which 
it would abolish exist by warrant of state law. 
No matter what the Freeholders do, St. Louis 
cannot streamline its government without the 
consent of Jefferson City. Some politicians, of 
course, will use their influence in the Legis- 
lature to preserve the privileges they now. en- 
joy. But the better the Freeholders’ proposals, 
the better the chance of winning the authority 
to put them into effect.

Shrimps’ Rights 

From states’ rights to shrimps’ rights is a 
fetch of some magnitude, but it is not too far- 
fetched to be used as propaganda for the at- 
tempted underseas-oil grab. Commissioner Reed 
of the Maine Department of Sea and Shore Fish- 
eries declares in a scary story in the Portland 
Sunday Telegram that the Federal Government 
threatens to take jurisdiction over the lobsters, 
clams and fish off the Maine coasts in the so- 
called tidelands oil case. 

Actually, it is no more absurd than the propa- 
ganda used to stir up support for the tidelands 
grab in such land-locked states as Kansas. There 
the effort is to persuade attorneys-general that 
their coastless commonwealths are affected by 
a dispute over off-coast oil. 

As Edward A. Harris points out in a dispatch 
from Washington, the Federal Government al- 
ready possesses power to control fishing in the 
marginal sea, the three-mile band off the na- 
tion’s shores, but does not exercise it, leaving 
jurisdiction to the states. The United States 
Supreme Court’s decision in the tidélands case 
specifically referred to a Florida sponge-fishing 
case in which it was ruled that the state con- 
trolled the fisheries. Only last year in a case 
between Georgia shrimp fishermen and the 
state of South Carolina, the Supreme Court 
ruled that its tidelands decision did not dis- 
turb the states’ rights to control their coastal 
fisheries. 

So the rights of the shrimp are in peril in 
the Government’s assertion of authority over 
offshore oil about as much as the rights of the 
state are—which is to say, not in the slightest.

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Disappearing Act in Tazewell County 

Gov. Stevenson and Attorney General Elliott 
have just concluded a discussion of gambling 
in Illinois. Does this mean a crack-down on 
the rackets? Obviously the hoodlums in Taze- 
well county fear just that. 

Since the present State Administration was 
elected a year ago, it has been watching the 
gambling situation. There was plenty to watch. 
Federal records show that taxes were paid this 
year on nearly 9000 slot machines in Illinois— 
more than in any other state. Gov. Stevenson 
said he was “greatly concerned,” but not yet 
ready to act. 

Even the suggestion of action by the Gov- 
ernor has had its effect. On the eve of the 
Stevenson-Elliott conference, the slots, bingo 
and dice games and handbooks vanished in 
Tazewell county, north of Springfield. This in- 
dicates the fear in which the Administration's 
power is held. 

But will the shut-down last? All the Taze- 
well racketeers have done is to move their 
gaming equipment out of sight. And events in 
24 other wide-open gambling counties make 
the whole situation look like a boiling tea- 
kettle. The lid pops off as suddenly as it pops on.

Young had protested against the booming rack- 
ets in neighboring Tazewell. Earlier Young had 
proved that an energetic and honest State’s 
Attorney can enforce the anti-gambling laws. 
So far the Governor and Attorney General have 
encouraged such local efforts and have been re- 
luctant to interfere with them. 

But prosecutors who are negligent in their 
duties can expect the full power of the state

denied to release, on any amount of bail, the 
convicted men, pending their appeal on _ the 
grounds that the law is unconstitutional. 

Second it is a rebuke to the Department of 
Justice which asked that if the men were re- 
leased at all, bail for seven be $100,000 each 
and for four $75,000 each. 

This act in the interests of justice is all the 
more impressive since it is the joint work of 
Judges Learned Hand, Thomas W. Swan and 
Jerome Frank. Judge Hand is one of the great- 
est jurists in the history of English-American 
law, the peer of any man on the United States 
Supreme Court. Judge Swan has been an able 
member of the same bench for 22 vears. Judge 
Frank, former chairman of the SEC, is one of 
the most distinguished of current scholars in 
legal and judicial problems. 

Two of the three, Judges Hand and Swan, 
were appointed to their high bench by Calvin 
Coolidge. The background of these judges is 
significant. This shows how repugnant it was 
for Judge Medina to deny bail and for the De- 
partment of Justice to ask the excessive total 
of $1,000,000. 

The Constitution is now being observed in this 
case. It is high time. The tact that the Com- 
munists preach a detestable doctrine is no ex- 
cuse for us to trample our own rights.

The seven-year sentence which has been 
posed on Weldon L. Boman for molesting an 
8-vyear-old girl at Meramec school is severe, but 
will it serve its purpose? It is intended not 
only to punish him but also to deter him from 
committing the offense again, and to discourage 
others from committing similar offenses. 

If Boman comes out of the penitentiary a 
danger to little girls no longer, it will not be 
because the state has done everything within 
its power to bring about that result. No medical 
treatment will have been given to him in an 
effort to deal with his aberration. 

Perhaps some potential offenders will be 
deterred by knowing about the severeness of 
the penalty meted out to Boman. Sexual psyco- 
paths, who constitute a large portion of this 
problem group, will not be restrained, for it 
is in the. nature of their mental ailment that 
they are not bothered by fear of consequences. 

The proper corrective, we repeat, is not con- 
finement alone, but medical treatment under 
confinement, continuing until the patient is 
cured or, if he is incurable, ending in perma- 
nent detention. Punishment, no matter how se- 
vere, is not enough.

In resigning as treasurer of the Republican 
National Committee, James S. Kemper says he 
was handicapped by a difference of opinion 
with his party on political issues.

At that time they were completely confi- 
dent that their accun:ulation of talents was 
so unique that it would be essentially im- 
possible for any other nation to match 
them in the near future, let alone outstrip 
them. Yet that is precisely what United 
States did in a remarkably short time. 


There is unfortunately a certain amount 
of analogy in the situation surrounding 
atomic energy.

Many public fig- 
ures came to the conclusion that this suc- 
cess was so intimately associated with fac- 
tors that are essentially American that we 
could expect to retain this position almost 
indefinitely provided we just “kept the se- 
cret.” This*is almost precisely the Ger-

Safest Thing to Assume 


It is far better that we focus attention 
on the acquisition of new knowledge and 
new techniques and run the small danger 
that some of this information will be ob- 
tained by the Russians before they dis- 
cover it themselves than that we strangle 
our efforts by the perverted guarding of 
secrets which will automatically become of 
small value to any one, including ourselves, 
in due course of time. 


I believe the most conservative assump- 
tion to make is that the Russians will soon 
be stockpiling fissionable material at a 
rate that is limited only by their access 
to raw materials. Any planning of the 
security of Western civilization which is 
based upon another premise can easily 
lead us into a disastrous tragedy.

French Economist in Satire Urged 


Anti-Sun Law to Aid Light Makers 


Protection for Industry by Barring All Open- | 


ings in Homes Leads to Wealth, He Says, 
in Dig at Shutout of Competition.

Author of the “Business Outlook” 
Column Which Appears in the 
Post-Dispatch Every Monday 
Here’s something to tuck away 
in a-file cabinet or purse for next 
winter when Congress is in ses- 
sion. It was written by a man 
you probably never heard of, Fred- 
eric Bastiat, a French economist, 
who, in his small way, rates as a 
satirist with Erasmus, Swift, Vol- 
taire, Samuel Butler, W. S. Gil- 
bert, and, among the moderns, 
George B. Shaw, George Orwell 

and William Saroyan. 

Bastiat, who was born in 1801, 
lived until 1850 in horror of high 
tariffs and once, to release his ire, 
he addressed to the Chamber of 
Deputies a mock petition from 
manufacturers of candles, tapers, 
lamps, alcohol, oil, and “in general 
anything connected with illumina- 
tion.” This was his plea: 

“We are subjected to the intol- 
erable competition of a foreign 
rival in the production of light. 
He inundates our market at fabu- 
lously reduced prices, for as soon 
as he shows himself our sales 
cease, all our consumers turn to 
him, and a branch of French in- 
dustry whose ramifications are 
innumerable is all of a sudden 
smitten with stagnation. That 
rival, which is no other than the 
sun, wages a war with us so inex- 
orable that we suspect he is 
stirred up by perfidious Albion 
since he treats that ‘iaughty is- 
land with a consideration dis- 
pensed with in our case.

“We demand that you pass a 
law which shall ordain the clos-

After Jan. 11—Require- 
ments Rigid. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (AP)— 
Want to join the army of 140,000 
men and women who will take the 
1950 census? They'll start next 
April. 

You'll need good health, mental- 
ly and physically, and will also 
have to have an automobile in 
good condition. 


The Census Bureau said today 
that selection of enumerators for 
the bureau’s field work would be 
made with extreme care, as these 
persons will be collecting confi- 
dential information. 

Nobody should apply until after 

an. 1, because all census takers 
will be hired next year, and then 
only at local offices. 

“They will be called upon to 
exercise sound judgment, patience 
and understanding, and they must 
be able to adjust themselves to 
varied circumstances,” the buretu 
said. 

If you can get your application 
accepted after the first of the 
year you probably will be paid on 
a “piece-price basis” or for each 
Person or farm of enumeration. 
The average satisfactory worker 
probably will earn about eight dol- 
lars a day. Most enumerators will 
be employed from two to four 
weeks. 

The qualification lists show that 
each applicant must be able to 
understand complex written and 
oral instructions, write legibly, 
conduct an interview,-express him- 
self “clearly -and convincingly” 
and be able to gain the co-opera- 
tion and confidence of people in 
all stations of life.” 


More than that, the applicant 
must have a “personable appear- 
ance” and his reputation, charac- 
ter and integrity must be above 
Feproach., 

He must be in good health and 
able to travel continuously in all 
kinds of weather and over all 
types of terrain.

COMPOSERS PLEAD 
FOR COMMON BASIS 
IN AMERICAN MUSIC 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Nov. 4 
(AP) — Song writers Richard 
Rodgers and Oscar Hammerstein 
II pleaded for a “common ground 
in American music” as they re- 
ceived honorary doctor of laws de- 
grees from Drury College yester- 
day. 

Rodgers said in an address he 
believed too mucn stress is laid 
on “so-called levels in music.” 


“There’s the so-called serious 
level at one end and what is 
unowr. as Tin Pan Alley at the 
other,” he said. “I’m afraid that 
this arbitrary and unnecessary 
division is doing more to prevent 
the creation of an American art 
in the field of music than any- 
thing else.” 

He suggested that opera might 
prove a fertile field for play- 
wrights and musicians. 

“Its intellectual level is high and 
yet its popularity is enormous,” 
he observed. 

He noted slyly that a popular 
adaptation of Bizet’s “Carmen” by 
his partner “played an embarras- 
sing long time in a very large 
Broadway theater.” 

Hammerstein, observing that the 
theater “is a world where only | 
stern and rugged dreamers sur- | 
vive,” struck at critics of the the- | 
ater. 

“The theater is not dying as 
some suggest,” he said. “Rather 
some things are dying in the the- 
ater, some things that are better 
dead. Most of what is left is 
very good indeed.”

pleted.”

“Op-23” of planning the Navy’s | 
successful fight to get a congres- 
sional hearing on its grievances, 
of compiling the statistics for the 
WNavy’s attack on the Air Force 
B-36 bomber, and of having dis- 
tributed throughout the country 
thousands of transcripts of the 
Admirals’ testimony, 

Reports of Inquiry. 

There were reports some days 
ago that the Navy’s inspector gen- 
eral, Adm. Allen R. McCann, had 
seized the group's records and was | 
investigating its activities. 

The office, officially known as | 
the Organizational Research and 
Policy Division, was set up by 
Adm. Denfeld on Dec, 23. It was 
headed by Capt. Arleigh A. 
(Thirty-one-Knot) Burke, a hero 
of the Pacific war. He had under 
his command 12 officers and 17 
enlisted men. 

Officially -its objectives were: 

“To conduct research and study 
involving organizational units and 
principles now in use or proposed 
in the National Military Establish- 
ment in order to assist in formu- 
lation of policy by advising og

‘Mr. Chips’ of the Commerce School | Contract

HE little accounting professor

class, made it vanish in his left 
pants pocket and announced in his 
heavy accent: “You see? That's 
what we mean by reserves. The 
money stays in the business—it 
just goes from one pocket to an- 
other.” 

Students in the School of Com- 
merce and Finance at St. Louis 
University have heard Prof. Gus- 
tave K. Klausner doll-up dull sub- 
jects by such illustrative demon- 
strations for the last 35 years. 
They never forgot these lessons 
and they can’t forget the man 
who made them come to life. 

They remember how he would 
volunteer to come down Sunday 
mornings to give special help to 
those who badly needed it. They 
remember how he shakes your 
hand and closes his other hand 
over it to make you feel his gen- 
uine joy at the encounter. They 
remember how he, an ardent Zion- 
ist, admonishes his Catholic stu- 
dents before a holiday to be sure 
to go to church in the morning. 
And so they dubbed him, after a 
beloved schoolmaster of another 
age and another continent, “the 
Mr. Chips of the Commerce 
School.” 

Now that the one time emigrant 
boy from czarist Russia is 74 
years old and ready to retire next 
spring, they are campaigning to 
collect $250,000 as an endowment 
fund for a professorship that will 
bear his name. It is the first 
time anyone has been so honored 
by the school since its founding 
in 1818. 

Like Mr. Chips, Prof. Klausner 
is not a man of impressive appear- 
ance or unlimited booklearning. 
Ask his friends and former stu- 
dents, several of whom themselves 
teach the subjects the professor 
first taught them, just what quali- 
ties have endeared him to genera- 
tions of St. Louisans and they 
won’t come up with long lists of 
academic honors. But they will 
tell you how he once got wind 
of a group wanting to honor him 
with a personal gift and he told 
them to buy some trees for Israel 
instead, and how a student once 
went to Father Joseph Davis, 
regent of the school, asking to be 
transferred to Klausner’s class and 
having to be placated by Father 
Davis, who said: “We can’t have 
all Babe Ruths on the team.” 

As for the professor himself, he 
just beams: “I may be as sick 
as can be, but once I get into 
class I forget myself. I always try 
to personify the problem.” 

No doubt his anxiety to be per- 
fectly understood—“Is it clear or 
is it clear as mud?” he usually 
inquires—stems from his own orig- 
inal difficulties as a newcomer 
to America to convey his ideas 
to others and grasp what they 
were telling him.

Hi those who apply to them- 
selves a few simple, common 
sense principles. 

The “complications” said to de- 
stroy sO many modern marriages 
are not inevitable. In truth, the 
marriage problem has often been 
made too involved by the “ex- 
perts.” 

I am convinced that many Mar- 
riages that are at what seems a 
breaking point can be firmly and 
permanently heldtogether by the 
application of the principles out- 
lined in this chapter. These prin- 
ciples are not advanced as theo- 
retical propositions. They are 
stated as the laboratory result of 
working with hundreds of couples 
in the confidential relation of a 
spiritual adviser. 

While it is the custom of this 
day to rationalize most marriage 
failures on the basis that the 
partners were not by nature ad- 
justable to one another, the fact 
remains that most could have been 
adjusted had they taken the sit- 
uation in hand and corrected a 
few simple faults. For example, 
one of the most basic drives in 
human nature is the craving to be 
appreciated. 

Let husbands and wives get that 
fact fixed in their minds and 
never forget it. Indeed they should 
constantly remind themselves that 
every person craves to be appreci- 
ated. Govern yourself accordingly 
and you have nipped much mar- 
ried trouble at its root. 

The husband who accomplishes 
some achievement in his business 
wants appreciation from his wife. 
When he has worked hard all day 
long and comes home tired, it is a 
serious mistake for his wife to take 
it all for granted. She should tell 
him how she appreciates him as 
a husband and as an individual. 
It is easy to say, “I’m proud of 
you.” It will do wonders for him. 

If the dinner is good, let the 
man appreciate it and say so. If 
it isn’t good, do not say so but 
find something else to appreciate. 
Live in the hope it may be better 
next time. Think appreciation 
rather than criticism. If there 
has to be criticism, set up a fam- 
ily conference and get everything 
out on the table but don’t snip 
and snarl and condemn and look 
askance.

HE professor is past presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Zionist 
organization. He headed, the 
fund drive for the Jewish Na- 
tional Fund to finance land pur- 
chases in Israel and worked at it 
so tirelessly that part of a forest 
in the Jewish state was named 
in his honor. 

Prof. Klausner inspected that 
monument to him last summer. It 
was his second trip to Israel— 
in 1937 the Zionists presented him 
with a check covering his first 
Palestine journey—and he found 
matters in pretty fair shape, con- 
sidering that new immigrants 
often slept eight and ten to a tent 
for lack of housing and meat was 
available only three days a week. 
He shook his head a little when 
he saw that the Parliament of 
Israel boasts of 22 parties—the 
American system strikes him a lot 
better—but he thinks the new 
country will work out its prob- 
lems in due time. 

The faction-ridden Parliament 
could do well to employ a fellow 
like the professor, for his friends 
say that the Jewish groups of St. 
Louis regard him as the great 
mediator and pacifier. He hasn’t 
an enemy in the world and thus is 
welcome at any speaker’s table. 
they explain. The only time he 
ever posed as a fighter was back 
in Russia during that country’s 
war with Japan. Stuck in the 
steppes with tthe railroads re- 
served to the military, kindly spir- 
its dressed him up in the uniform 
of a Russian colonel so he might 
get home in time for the fasting 
of Yom Kippur, highest of Jewish 
holidays. 

Though spry and active as ever, 
Klausner has been noticing time 
march on of late. Mrs. Klausner, 
for 13 years president of the Jew- 
ish Children’s Home, died in 1947. 
A grandson, Richard Treiman, is 
a freshman at the university’s 
medical school. His own classes 
have grown so large that the pro- 
fessor feels he is no longer as 
Close to his students as he once 
was. He likes to warn them about 
the heartless world of commerce 
they will have to buck and it 
strikes him as something of a 
personal shortcoming not to be 
able to take each graduate by the 
hand when the time comes for 
him to plunge into a career. 

As it is, he can march along 
only in their memories. There is 
ample evidence that when some 
Klausner-taught public accountant 
goes through somebody’s books to- 
morrow and finds that the firm 
seems to be losing money but ac- 
tually used it to acquire new as- 
sets and good will he will hark 
back to similar problems that 
used to come up in class and hear 
his old professor shout: 

“Where did the profits go?
